The Postmaster General, trying 
to get the postal serv ice out of red 
ink, 
issued a directiv e that has 
brought a v ery unhappy situation. 
It permits the mailing of cheap ad- 
j 
v ertising literature with only the 
address of ‘‘Special Permit,” “Pa­ 
tron,” or “Box Holder.” 
It w as noised about that this was 
only an experiment but this col­ 
umnist has been informed on good 
authority that it is the intention for 
this unhappy directiv e to stand, un 
less 
public protest or Congress j 
v oids it. 
This cheap, hand bill type mail­ 
ing, at such waste of paper and 
time, is used for ev erything from 
peddling worthless Canadian uran­ 
ium stocks to merchandise that the4 
public would not buy if they couid 
see it. 


Mailman Must Stop 
At Ev ery Single Door 


Such a mailing requires the car­ 
rier in the city to climb the steps 
or stop at ev ery door on his route 
and it requires the country mail­ 
man to stop at ev ery mail box. 
These mailings clog the postal 
system until it causes delay of im -, 
portant mail. 
Stanley feels that 
there are legitimate channels for 
adv ertising such as newspapers, i 
radio, telev ision

and that this trash sent to “box I

Stanley writes “ Refused.” across 
each piece of the junk mailing and 
has the carrier pick it up the same 
day or next. If enough persons fol- j 
lowed the example of writing “ Re­ 
fused” on such trash, he feels the

Expect Still 
Price To Be 
Set By Chou 


Diplo ma ts Think Red China 
Premier Will Driv e Ha rd 
Ila nra in Fo r Relea se Of 
Impriso ned Airmen. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UP — , 
Diplomats speculated today that 
Red China’s Chou En lai may set 
a stiff price for release of 11 im­ 
prisoned American airmen when 
he recev ies U. N. Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjö ld in Pei- 
1 Ping . 
The Red Chinese Premier indi­ 
cated in his assent Friday that 
he considers the case of the air­ 
men 
closed. 
But 
delegates 
acquaii^ed with Peiping’s line of 
reasoning predicted Chou would 
get down to brass tacks after first 
insiting his gov ernment was in the 
right and bringing up some com-, 
plaints against the United States. 
Hammarskjö ld 
asked 
for 
the 
talks Dec. 10 after the General 
Assembly v oted 47 -5 to condemn 
Red China’s imprisonment of the 
I airmen as spies. 
The Assembly 
called on the secretary general to 
intercede for their release. Oppo­ 
sition v otes were cast by the So 
j 
) v iet bloc. 
Hammarskjö ld receiv ed Chou’s 
reply the same day the Assembly 
wound up its ninth session, reject-1 
ing Communist attacks on U. S. 
policy in the Far East. 
As the session ended, the main 
spotlight was focused on Peiping 
where Hammar>kjold is expected 
to go shortly after Christmas. Dip­ 
lomats believ e» Chou will seek to 
guide the talks along the following 
general lines: 
1 He will try to impress on Ham -; 
marskjold that his regime is com­ 
pletely in control of China 
2 He will protest to the secretary i 
general that the Americans are 
maintaining what the Chinese hav e 
labeled a “nest of spies” on the 
Nationalist stronghold of Formosa 
and will warn that the Reds will 
not consider releasing the airmen 
until such activ ities cease. 
3 Hav ing thus set the stage he 
will probably consent to hear Ham- 
marskjold’s plea on behalf of the 
airmen and other imprisoned U. N. j

NAHA. Okinawa UP — The GIs 
called him Jim Bob. he said. The 
police called him Syngman Rhee. 
He was just 11. 
Police picked him up for loiter­ 
ing near a military installation and 
this was his tearful story': 
He had been “orphaned on the 
battle fields of Korea.” Sympathet­ 
ic 
GIs 
had 
adopted 
him 
and 
brought him to Okinawa 
He had 
worked as a houseboy for them 
until they went home to the United 
States. 
Now he was homeless in an alien 
land. He ev en had forgotten the 
Korean tongue of his fathers. All 
he could speak was English — 
American style. It gushed out in 
a stream 
U. S military officials urged that 
he be permitted to stay on Okin­ 
awa. Sympathetic immigration of­ 
ficials made him a “prisoner at 
large” while they sought ways to 
sav e him from deportation. 
At this point, a distraught Japa­ 
nese showed up and identified Jim 
Bob Syngman Rhee as his way­ 
ward son who had run away a

ago 
from 
his 
Okinawa 
home. The family had come from 
Japan two years ago. 
And his teacher v erified that the 
lad has “an excellent command of 
English and also an excellent im­ 
agination.” 
So “Jim Bob Syngman Rhee” 
isn’t going anywhere—except back 
to school.

APPEAL PLANNED IF

CLEVELAND UP — The jury in 
the Sheppard murder trial 
ap­ 
peared today to be deadlocked 
ov er the question of his guilt or 
the degree of it, or whether he is 
innocent. 
Dr. Samuel Sheppard, 30-year- 
old Clev eland osteopath, is ac­ 
cused of murdering his pregnant 
wife, Marilyn, last July 4. He says 
a prowler committed the crime. 
The sev en men and fiv e women 
on the jury went back into con­ 
ference at 9 :03 a. m this morning 
for a second day. There was no 
wrord from the closely guarded de­ 
liberations room as to how they 
were v oting as the morning hours 
wore along. 
They left their ov ernight bags at 
a downtown hotel when they re­ 
turned to Criminal Courts build­ 
ing this morning, an indication 
they might hav e to spend a sec­ 
ond night in the hotel. 
The accused man. Dr. Sheppard, 
was reading in his cell. 
A false alarm shortly after 10 
a. m. sent scores of reporters dash­ 
ing into the courtroom from the 
corridors where they were wait­ 
ing. A court officer said someone 
accidentally bumped the door of 
the jury room and the foreman 
sounded the buzzer — the signal
